General Fock Reported Dead 
Among the Officers In 
Captivity. 

Headquarters of the Third Japanese 
Army at Port Arthur, Jan. li, via Yin- 
kow and Tientsin, Jan. i).— Five thou- 
sand men of the dtussian garrison at 
tort Arthur today were marched from 
luhutsui to CuangUngtiz, and the other 
detachments follow soon a.fter. Each de- 
tachment' was accompanied by six load- 
ed transport carts. The Russians, dur- 
aiff the night, will bo taken on special 
trams or open trucks to Dalny, ami 
there they will immediately) embark for 
Japan. 

The long procession of the remnants 
of the gallant Russian garrison was u 
pathetic spectacle. The first arrivals at 
t/banglingtzi were four droskies drawn 
by sorry-looking horses. These contain- 
ed the staff officers who bud refused to 
give their parole. All wore their swords 
as they were allowed to do under the 
terms of the capitulation compact. 

A few minutes later the first detach- 
ment arrived. The other ofllcers march- 
ed with their men, their beads bowed 
and their faces' seamed with lines, 
showing tho result of the mental and 
physical strain they had undergone dur- 
ing the long defence. 

As the Japanese soldiers crowded 
about them with evident curiosity, the 
faces of the Russian officers were 'an in- 
teresting study. All of them appeared 
to fee their humiliating position keen- 
ly, and though some seemed to be resign- 
ed to their situation', others were re- 
sentful at being regarded with curiosity. 
i he men looked to lie well fed, but their 
taces, like- those of the officers, indi- 
cated the awful physical strain they bad 
undergone, Tlie officers wercf clean and 
wen clothed, hut the men were clad) in 
dirl.v-lookiiig sheepskin coats- and ap- 
peared to be resigned and glad that the 
end had come. The horses drawing the 
transport carts were suffering with fa- 
tigue, though the loads were small 
J. hoy were tied to the carts, and led by 
orderlies. In tho procession were many 
lean-looking pet dogs belonging to the 
officers. In many) cases officers refused 
to wear their swords hut had llim car- 
ned behind them by orderlies. Officers 
saluted the European ant" American cor- 
respondents with the Japanese army 
ami appeared to be both pleased and as- 
tonished nt seeing the Europeans and 
Americans there. The prisoners were 
treated with the greatest respect ami 
kindness, though they were regarded 
with much natural curiosity, The sol- 
uliers were given food, cigarettes and 
Deer, and the correspondent of the \s- 
sociated Press even saw Japanese sol- 
diers voluntarily carrying the effects of 
the prisoners when they were overcome 
by fatigue. 

The railway has been repaired and the 
gauge changed almost to the city of 
Fortj Arthur, into which trains will en- 
ter In a few days. 

The telephone and telegraph lines 
have been completed to the city, and 
already Japanese engineers are survey- 
l ng n£ he , destroyed forts of the eastern 
fortified ridges.

moters who were petitioned into bank- 
ruptcy a tew weeks ago, as collateral 
on losses and as margins to protect 
other shares of the same stock, may lie 
sold wit'hout notice 'by the brokers who 
now hold them. The receiver for the 
alleged bankrupt firm asked that the 
(holders of the stock be restrained from 
selling M 071 the ground that the receiv- 
ers equally would be wiped out by the 
slump in the value of the stork which 
■would follow the unloading of so many 
shares on the market at one time. The 
report was denied. The holders of the 

stock, however, agreed to notify the re- 
ceiver in advawo of any sales. 

Counsel for Munroe & Munroe asked 
1h.1t. the creditors be compelled to file a 
new petition in bankruptcy, alleging that 
the present petition was defective. Ob- 
jection was made to the allegation of 
fraud 011 the part of the bankrupts. 
"One of the facts in this case." said 
•counsel for the creditors, "is that John 
M. Shaw & Co., who had contracted 
with Monroe & Munroe to buy for them 
14,500 shares of Montreal and Boston 
•Consolidated stock, found, after they 
bad flight only 3,000 tduires. rhu.t Mun- 
roe & Munroe themselves were selling 
the stock to them. That was certainly 
'washing' the sales ,for which Shaw & 
Co. would not stand. But I wish to

Tokio, Jan. 0. — The navy department 
announces that it regrets the misunder- 
standing in the case of the British cruis- 
er Andromeda, which recently sailed 
from Weihahvei for Port Arthur with 
hospital stores and surgeons to assist the 
sick and wounded and was not permitted 
to land there.

ELECTION BY ACCLAMATION. 

Tlio result of the inuuiolpal nomina- 
tions yesterday was the usual crop of 
candidates, who include all but one of 
tho .present Aldermen, and the election 
of Mayor Barnard by acclamation. His 
Worship is to be congratulated upon the 
renewal of the confidence <>f the elect- 
ors in this marked way. It. however, 
was not iiio>-e than tho due of a year's 
faithful and effective work in the city's 
interests. There was rumor of opposi- 
tion, but the gentleman whose name 
was mentioned in connection -with' the 
contest -wisely, we think, decided not to 
take the lield. 

The Mayor, in an interview in anoth- 
er column, deals fully witii the eivie 
issues. The situation is frankly stated, 
and we believe his outline of the work 
of the council during the past year and 
the policy proposed for tho 'present coun- 
cil will iirOYC generally satisfactory. Bis 
Worship disposes of the charge of "sou- 
recy" which has been laid at the door 
of the council. While the fullest pub- 
licity has been given to all the matters 
-that .have come before the board, the 
unwisdom of advertising in advance 
every move in important negotiations 
must be apparent. The affairs of a 
city are like the affairs of a safe busi- 
ness man, who keeps his own counsel 
until he has arranged a bargain to bis 
satisfaction. As no agreement involving 
the city** financial interests can be 
brought into effect without the consent 
of the ratepayers, after due time for 
consideration, there is every opportunity 
for discussion of details before confirm- 
ation or rejection, and there can be no 
.secrecy maintained. It is simply ordin- 
ary business prudence. 

As the elections take place on Thurs- 
day the campaign will be a short one. 
Tho fact that up 1o the present time 
there has been' but little criticism of the 
eourse pursued by the council in 1004 in- 
dicates that the ratepayers as a whole 
are well satisfied with the way their af- 
fairs have been conducted. 



THE MUNICIPAL PERIL. 



With one exception the members of 
the old council are up again for re-elec ; 
tion, and the minds of the electors are 
'being temporarily hut feebly agitated 
with the issues of the hour. The fact 
•of there being a quiet campaign is taken 
as an evidence of some dark and dan- 
gerous scheme in the background. The 
aldermen are reserved, there are no hos- 
tile meetings, nobody is bespattering 
them iwith mud, they are not actively 
defending themselves against charges. 
There must be something wrong. This 
state of things is ominous of evil-doing. 
It is not possible for a board of Alder- 
men to have administered the' affairs of 
the city in such a way that, somebody 
did no evil thing; that no glaring 'blun- 
ders were anade; that some one has not 
attempted a "graft": that, no big steal 
is contemplated; that everybody is more 
or less satisfied with the manner in 
which public business was carried on, 
The aldermen are being called upon 
to explain what it all means. They 
are asked to drag forth the skeleton in 
tho municipal closet and exhibit it in all 
its hideousness to the electors. There 
are hints that we are to be submerged 
with water from some other source than 
from Elk lake. The B. C. Electric Kail- 
way Company exists in our community, 
and although it hitherto has done no 
harm it is likely to) become a benevolent 
despotism, The aldermen must, prove 
by a great cloud of witnesses that, the 
company has no designs on them. They 
must renounce this monopolistic satan 
ami bis works — whatever the latter are. 
They must prove that they are not in 
league with the powers of darknsss. 
They must swear that they do not in- 
tend io eclipse the city's light. So far 
we have seen no evidence of the -wicked- 
ness that is supposed to be concealed 
about their persons. That matters not. 
If they are not stripped naked and their 
clothes searched then- is great danger 
of a crime being committed against 
sonic person or persons unknown. The 
apathy of electors under such, circum- 
stances is inconceivable. It they permit 
the majority of the present, council to 
be re-elected, when Mich grave charges 
of secret intrigues are hanging over their 
heads they deserve to be betrayed into 
the hands of the enemy, who is even now 
alleged to !»■ silently prowling around 
t he city under cover of the darkness with 
his pockets bulging out with sinister de- 
signs against our future peace, prospects 
and prosperity. Haunted by such a 
-pectrc of coining doom a few of our 
citizens are unable to sleep. I. est ter- 
ror should prevail we ask the aldermen 
who are candidates to unmask them- 
selves, and explain the mystery. 
It. is a duty they owe to 
the electors, to their children 
and to far away [KJSterity. If there is 
really nothing going to happen, and 
there is really no ogre in our midst, for 
Heaven's sake let them say so. It may, 
after all, he only the ■'wild man" of Van- 
couver Island .haunting the precincts of 
tho municipality, with a yearning desire 
to attach himself to our civilization and 
be enrolled on the voters' 



midst lor many a day." We aro further 
told that such a state as is alleged to 
oxist is effectually Tcifuted by the fact 
that new mills are being built all the 
tiine, that the amount of fees collected' 
for timber licenses in British Columbia 
is larger than ever, nnd that the mill- 
men are all making reasonable dividends, 
and that in .some instances they have 
been paid a dividend of ten per cent. 
The Colonist is not especially an advo- 
cate of the case of the lumbermen. It. 
is possible, indeed, that through the 
action of the lumber combine some 
blame is attached to them for unduly 
raising the price of lumber both utjioiue 
as well as in the Northwest. Definite 
charges of that nature have been made, 
and we are not in a position to discuss 
the merits of the case at the present 
time. It is a matter of dispute. How- 
ever that may be, the blame for the 
present situation does not wholly rest 
upon the members of the Lumbermen's 
Association. We arc at a Joss! to know 
where tho Advocate gets its Information 
as to the condition of the lumber indus- 
try, which it alleges exists in this Pro- 
vince at. the present time. We do not 
think that a number of lumber compan- 
ies, managed by men of average- busi- 
ness ability and common sense, would, 
if the business was in such a nourishing 
•way, close down for the mere sake of 
making a demonstration, Business men 
do not ns n rule cut off their noses to 
spite their faces. It is true that there 
was a period during which the lumber 
industry was in a very prosperous con- 
dition and the lumber companies were 
making good profits, but that has not 
been within the past twelve months. One 
of the results of a brief prosperity was 
overproduction on both sides of the line, 
and while prosperity lasted the results 
of competition 'were not felt, because 
the mills of Uot.h sides of the line had 
all the demand they required in their 
respective countries. When depression 
set in, the American mills began "dump- 
ing" in the Northwest to get rid of their 
surplus stock, and as that market is the 
only market .for the great majority of 
our mills the effect was serious and 
widespread, Neither do we believe that 
the settlers of the prairie got their lum- 
ber any cheaper. The dealers in the 
Northwest pocketed the increased pro- 
tits. 

The Hon. Clifford Sifton, 'Minister of 
the. I interior, recently in an interview, 
said the farmers of the prairie were 
prosperous under the present condition 
of things, and did not object to paying 
the duty on the manufactured products 
of the United States. They did not 
kick, as he expressed it, during the hist 
elections, and, therefore, he concluded 
they were satisfied. In what respect, 
we ask, does lumber differ from any 
other 'manufactured product that it 
should be exempted from the operations 
of a principle that is general throughout 
the Dominion'/ There is only one pos- 
sible explanation for discrimination and 
that is that lumber comes from British 
Columbia mainly, and not from eastern 
Canada, and that therefore it does not 
really matter. British Columbia litis 
only seven members out of some 214 in 
the whole of Canada. But that is talk- 
ing politics, in which, of course, the Ad- 
vocate does not deal, It is speaking for 
the farmers, who are its special consti- 
tuency, and its policy is to be solid with 
it. We are not discussing the policy of 
Free Trade or Protection. The latter 
is the settled policy of the country, and 
applies to every other industry in Can- 
ada, except lumber, and with disastrous 
results to that industry in this Province. 
Has the Advoc::.. any answer to that? 
Can it name any manufactured product 
consumed in British Columbia that does 
not pay duty? Does it take into con- 
sideration the thousands of persons in 
British Columbia who are affected by 
stagnation of the lumber industry? It 
is true thai they are not numerically as 
large a factor of tin- population as the 
settlers of the Northwest and Manitoba, 
but to Canada they are individually 
equally, if not more important to the 
Dominion in point of revenue which 
they contribute to tho federal exchequer. 
That is quite capable of demonstration. 

The lumbermen are willing to enter 
into an agreement with the Dominion 
(roverument to supply lumber to the 

dealers at a rate equal to that for which 
lumber of similar quality is sold in the 
United States, and in that respect the 
Government has the- protection of the 
rights of the settlers in its own hands, 
if tiie dealers arc exorbitant in their 
charges it ,-au purchase the lumber 
direct from i lie lumbermen in British 
Columbia, and provide depots in the 
country for its distribution at reason- 
able rates. The farmers find a profit- 
able market for Hour in British Colum- 
bia and for other farm products, in the 
enjoyment of which they are protected 
by a tariff. What is fair in one ease 
is fair in the other. There is no neces- 
sity for inisropresentatiion of the lum- 
bermen or an attack on their motives. 
They tire neither more nor less than 
human, but like the farmers of the 
prairie and the business men of its cit- 
ies anxious to make all they can om of 
their business. If they do not. fairly 
exercise that right in the interests of the 
settler the Uovernment can intervene. 
If the settlers have not faith in the Gov- 
ernment, they also have a remedy at 
hand in the exercise of an intelligent 
franchise.

ENGLISH LITERATURE IX 
SCHOOLS. 

It wan announced at the teachers' in- 
stitute al Vancouver that the Depart- 
ment of Education intended replacing 
"Evangeline," prescribed for the English 
eourse in the public Schools, with anoth- 
er poem mil yet decided upon, probably 
Scott's "Lay of the Last Minstrel," and 
Instead of 'Lamb's 'Tales" some other 
prose selections would be placed on the 
prescribed list. This Is a mere matter 
nt' detail so far as the public is concern- 
ed and is of no special interest, asj cojn- 
purcd with any one of the other min- 
utiae Of the curriculum, except that it 
suggests one or two tilings worthy of 
consideration in that connection. The 
merits or demerits of "Evangeline," for 
Instance, for .use in the public schools 
of n Canadian province thavo been dis- 
cussed, but, perhaps, not sufficiently. An 
II beautiful poem of the minor epic order 
no finer model could be placed in the 
hands of renders. Tihc language is chaste 
and flowing, the rhythm m-usiecJ, and 
the story fascinating, It is because 
«f Its delights that it as dangerous to the 
hands or school children of thin country, 
[•t deals with a delicate and debatable 



.phase of Canadian history. As a theme 
for a great and pathetic poem nothing 
in the events of Canadian life could 
have (been more appropriate than the 
story of the rude expatriation of the un- 
fortunate population as the tragic de- 
nouement of French occupation of Aca- 
dia. No one could httVt treated the 
theme in a more exalted way than did 
Longfellow. But we would not recom- 
mend iuiy pensou to read it with the 
view of ' acquiring n true historical pers- 
pective of the Grand Pre incident any 
more than we would recommend Mil- 
ton's "Paradise Lost" as a scientific 
genesis of -Man and this Earth. Long- 
fellow wrote in an atmosphere of preju- 
dice against Great Britain in relation 
to America, and although he lias been 
described as a cosmopolitan rather than 
an American poet, without national col- 
oring, "Evangeline" is based on miscon- 
ception and prejudgment. As Litera- 
ture it is splendid, but as dilatory it is 
entirely 'distorted. Its reading by the 
imaginative child, to whose sympathies 
a very strong appeal is made, leaves a 
bias in the mind that no amount of read- 
ing and historical research thereafter 
can set straight. It is the kind of book 
to be read in maturity. The romantic 
village of Grand Pre, with its pictur- 
esque settings an the valley of the Anna- 
polis, tibe atmosphere of peace and holi- 
ness pervading and .surrounding this 
Acadian community, the simple, minor 
romances and innocent social recreations, 
the quaint, kindly religious folk, and the 
sweet and heroic Evangeline — all con- 
trast so sharply with the brutal break- 
ing-in of the English on the oharmed 
circle, and the cruel almost savage char- 
acter of the deportation of the people, 
as to leave an impression on the mind 
of the child .which is indelible. A pic- 
ture has been photographed there that 
no amount of explanation on the part 
of the teacher can erase. The boasted 
fairplay and justice of the Briton is ir- 
reconcilable with flic perpetration of 
such a crime. In nine eases our of ten 
tiie child in after life has no occasion 
to enquiro into the historical evidences, 
lie does not understand the conditions 
which existed at the time and does not 
learn the true character of the people 
so idealized by Longfellow. He looks 

ll] the tragic event as a lasting blot 

on the escutcheon of British sovereignty 
in America, 

It will probably always remain a ques- 
tion as to how far the English at the 
time were justified in going in dealing 
with the intractable Acadiiius, whether 
tin- extreme measures taken wore too 
Severe. Tie.' time-- were critical. The 
destiny of empire in the North Amer- 
ican continent, as between the French 
and the English, hung in the balance. 
The Acadian* had long refused to take 
the oath of allegiance to the British 1 
Crown. There were bitter enemies to 
England in their midst, by whom they 
were advised and led. It was not a 
time for nice distinctions. Too much 
depended upon tile issue to permit the 
possibility of the Aeadians turning the 
tide at the final stage. What happened 
must be judged by the conditions and 
the spirit of that .lay, not of this. Bnl 
whatever were the rights and wrongs of 
the case, "Evangeline" is as far from 
describing them as Utopia differs from 
Every Day Laud. While, therefore, 
"Evungelin " is one of the most beau- 
tiful of poems, we are glad to sec it out 
of tin- hands of children until they are 
in a position to appreciate it as Litera- 
ture and not as a true picture of a 
mournful episode of the past. 

Another matter we were going to re- 
fer to was the cutting out of "Lamb's 
Tales" as a help in the study of Shakes- 
peare. The Colonist will not now be 
regarded as very orthodox in educational 
matters, and it is quite possible that Us 
opinions on a detail of the curriculum 
iwill not be accepted as of particular 
value. However, we are glad to see the 
change made. It seems to us the way 
to gi't a knowledge of Shakespeare is by 
reading Shakespeare as written, not 
Lamb's substitute for .Shakespeare. Nor 
do we believe in "prose selections" as a 
substitute. Teaching Literature by 
scraps is like doing anything else by 
.piecemeal. Anthologies are the abomin- 
ation of the scholar. We believe much 
better results would come from reading 
and studying in class the wlndo of one 
Of the. plays of Shakespeare, or one of 
the novels of Scott, or Dickens, or of 
some other good author than of the en- 
tire selections in a school reader. There 
is a sustained narrative to excite the 
interest and carry it on to the finish. 
There 'is the distinct advantage of 'hav- 
ing completed something definite and 
having imparted to the pupil a IitiowJ- 
odgo of one auttbor more or less in the

Chinese In Transit to Republic 
Would Be Good Patrons- An

It is not the intention of t'he guvern- 
seut of British Columbia to recommend 
to the legislature any appropriation, ol- 
io take any other steps toward the mak- 
ing of a provincial display al the forth- 
coming exposition in Portland, (Ire., in 
celebration of the centenary of the dis- 
coverers, Lewis and Clarke. « 

The reasons for this action, arrived 
at at u recent meeting of i lie executive, 
are evident. It is l tie nianilest duty 
of the Dominion government to provide 
for tho adequate representation of the 
interests and industries ol Canada at 
sttcii foreign exhibitions, and mis duty 
has been admitted and accepted in con- 
nection ' wit n the Chicago, the LSutfnlo 
and the St. Louis expositions. 

The Dominion has oy its own state- 
ments a Sltiplus of thirteen millions in 
tlie troasuo, and it therefore cannot be 
urged taut any shortage of lunds neces- 
sitates injustice lo Canada's interests 
in publicity promoting in this instance. 

-vgain, the Dominion lias the exhibit 
that was at St. Louis for a nucleus; it 
lias in Mr. Hutchinson a director of ex-, 
perience and special aptitude, arid it has 
all l he machinery ready to hand tor do- 
ing justice to the opportunity, which 
could only be duplicated (unnecessarily) 
by n provincial administration at the 
oxpi nditure of much money and energy, 
ami with great waste of time. 

If the Dominion, as is to be expected 
in common fairness — and as Senator 
Tern pieman and the members from this 
I province should insist — makes an ex- 
■ hibit, the provincial government will cor-

as beneficial as possible to British Co- 
lumbia and to all of Canada, our com- 
mon tountry. 

If representation of Canadian inter- 
ests and industries at Portland is left 
to private enterprise, the government 
here will be equally pleased to assist 
such enterprising individuals or firms 
with literature or otherwise. 

The cost of an adequate provincial 
e.voibit made by the local government 
could not be less than $50,000, and Pre- 
mier MeBride and his colleagues do not 
at the present juncture in the affairs of 
the province see that such a sum could 
not be spent more advantageously to the 
province and its people in other direc- 
tions at home.

Sydney S, Pate's Interesting Ex- 
periences When on Wrecked 
Japanese Whaler. 



Was Thrown Ashore on Korean 
Coast Clad Only In 
Pyjamas. 



which was attached a rope, 



1 Sydney IT, Pate, who arrived from 
Japan a few days ago by the Kanagawa 
Mam, tells of a stirring experience he 
had when shipwrecked on a whaler in 
the midst of a blindiner snowstorm on 
the Korean coast. He was thrown 
ashore by the breakers clad only ill 
pyjamas, and nurtured bark toj life by 
the inhabitants of a small fishing village, 
whoso meagre hospitality he shared for 
ji few days. Regarding his experiences 
Jie said: 

"It was in September that I left Naga- 
saki for a pleasure trip as the guest of j 
Captain Martin Petersen, of the whaler 
ICh'JShu Mam. Whaling operations iu | 
.Eastern waters are cnoductcd tinder dif- | 
fcrcut conditions from those on Ameri- 
can or British craft, and the boat on 
'which I started out might have 'been, so 
far as living conditions are concerned, 
•a pleasure yacht. She was about 90 
feet iu length and had a tounagq of 33 
tons. None of the whales were taken on 
jboard, l>ut after a kill had been made 
the body was towetl hack to the sort 
of harbor from which the boat operated 
and given over to a schooner, where 
all the work of stripping the blubber 
and trying out the oil was done. 

"On the day in question we had cap- 
tut ed one whale anil had delivered it 
to the schooner, and were on the way 
hack to tlio whaling ground iu the hope 
that we might succeed in capturing an- 
other. It was late at night and 1 was 
in my berth reading. 

"Suddenly I felt a shock, accompan- 
ied by a sort of whirring noise, which 
sounded much like that which is pro- 
duced by running one's linger over a 
closed blind, only, of course, much loud- ] 
or. The porthole in my stateroom wea | 
insecurely latched and the shock forced | 
'it open, allowing a stream of water the 
full size of the opening to come into tin.' 
room. 

"1 jumped from my berth, only to find 
myself up to my waist in water. With 
the utmost difficulty 1 made my way to 
the deck, where I found Capt. Peterson 
(mil several of his officers, who were 
either native Koreans or Japanese, 
standing on the bridge. Huge waves 
were breaking over tin; little boat, which 
hail her bow rammed into the beach 
■hard and fast. 

"Cor some time all, that we could do 
was to hang mi in an effort to keep our- 
selves from being washed overboard by 
the huge .seas which constantly Hooded 
the vessel. At lasl two of the officers 

ami myself succeeded in launching one 
of the boats, but when wn got into her 
we found that the oars had been washed 
Hwuy, However, we did not need them, 
for . tin- next breaker which came rolling 
in after we had launched the boat 
caught her on its crest anil .landed us 
hi and dry upon the shore. 

"Capt. Peterson, who had refused to 

leave his vessel so hoiu r IIS any of the 

crew remained, seeing that we were 
safely ashore, made his way forward to 
the place where the gun which was used 

in' shooting I ill lancet into the whales 

was located, and finally, after the ut- 
most risk to himself, succeeded in dis- 
charging the iruu, thus sending the 



lance, 
ashon 

"This rope the members of the- crow 
and myself, who were ashore, attached 
to a huge boulder, am! then the captain 
ordered the engineers below to try to 
bring the ship" nearer the shore * bv 
moans of the winches. Clad as I was 
in nothing but a suit of pyjamas, 1 suf- j 
fered fearfully from the cold, as did 
the two members of the crew who had 
como ashore with Hie. 1 saw first one I 
and then another of the crow, who had 1 
been clinging to the rigging of the 
boat relax their grip and fall to the 
deck, only to 'bet swept into the sea by ' 
the next breaker which washed over ' 
the little craft. Three of them went I 
m that way, and then I fainted. 

"When 1 came to there was a Korean 1 
bending over me trying to talk to me in 
the jargon which was 1 his language, and 
endeavoring to force between my chat- I 
tering jaws sunn' sort of liquor. There! 
were other Koreans on the beach, and 
they were trying to launch the boat in' 
which myself and the others had come 
ashore. In this they were successfu' 
and in a short time they had brought 
ashore all gf those who were left on the 
little steamer, including ('apt. Peterson, j 

"In the meantime, however, I had 
been hoisted to the back of the man wiio 
brought me out of the stupor, and by 
him I was taken to the little fishing I 
vilmge to which ho belonged. 

"As soon as they were brought to the 
.shore, Capt. Peterson and the rest of the 
crow were taken to the little village and' 
everything in the power of the natives, 
was done to relievo the suffering conse- ' 
quern upon exposure to cold and wet. j 
"When we awoke the following morn- I 
ing, for it was after 1 o'clock in the' 
afternoon following the evening when 
the boat struck the shore' that the cap- 
tain and the major part of the crew 
were saved, wo found that we were only ; 
sixteen miles from Gensau, a city of 
about 15,000 natives and -10 .whites, on 
the Korean coast, Thither wo wont for 
aid, and in four days there came a tug 
which took us to that place. 

"When we arrived there I was clad in 
whatever could be secured from the, in- 
habitants of the fishing village. The gar- 
ments which wore provided for me by 
the various consuls stationed there, 
while a good bit cleaner, were scarce- 
ly less modern, for their owners had nor 
'been in what might be termed a civilized 
city for years. We remained at Censan 
i'iii:l the arrival of one of the regular 
•ecu that place and 
llidl we returned, 
December 10, 
ittlei over three 



hoats plying In 
Nagasaki, upon 
reaching the latter 
after an absence of 
months." 



The big steamer Tengo Marti, which 
is to be placed in service for the .Nip- 
pon Yiisen Kiiisha line between the 
Orient, and .Vistbria and 'Seattle is now 
almost complete nt Nagasaki. Her con- 
struction was begun nearly eighteen 
months ago and the vessel would have 
now been in service but for the delay 
occasioned by the war. The vessel has 
just been launched from the cradle at 
Nagasaki and will be soon ready for ser- 
vice. iSho was to have been commanded 
by Capt. Bckstriind, u.O well-known vet- 
eran master of the Japanese line, but 
ho has been placed on the retired list. 
The Aki Muru, of which he was in 
command, has been given to Oupt. 
Craser, who has made several voyages 
lo this; port in the smaller vessels of the 
Japanese line. 

I'lie lwasaki yards at Nagasaki, 
which, by the way, are constructing a 
massive drydock, which will be the larg- 
est in the Orient, oven larger than, the 
'big graving dock at Kowloon, are busy 
and further work is being planned. The 
Toyo- Kisen Kaishu, which operates a 
line of steamers between the Orient and 
'San Francisco, has decided to build two 
12,(XK)-ton steamers for that route. The 
Vessels were to have been c. instructed in 

England, but a change has been made 
in the plans of the company and the ma- 
terial will he purchased in Unglaud and 
the boats built at Nagasaki. 

Mr. Nilgai, manager of the Nippon 
Vuseii Kaisha line, who arrived from 
the Orient by the Kanagawa Muru, and 
who is on his way to St. Paul in consult 
with J. ,1. Hill regarding the Oriental 
steamship business, will, while on this 
side, mako arrangements with otboi 
companies operating steamers to Japan 
•and China whereby some system can be 
had regarding a sailing schedule. Now 
the steamers are 'bunched together, as it 
were, and whereas, ofttiinos, several 
steamers arrive in one week, the next 
wet'K there are none in port. The Japa- 
nese manager will endeavor to arrange 
so that a more regular service can be 
given shippers, say, with one stennier - a 
week. 

It was, ptruaps, this desire that caus- 
ed the rumor to become current of a 
proposed merge;' of the Oriental lines 
operating from Tneoina and Seattle. In 
this regard Mr. Nagai said : "So far as 
I am aware there is absolutely no truth 
in the statement that there is to be any 
unification of the big steamboat inter- 
ests, and I am quite sure that the N. 
V. K. people will have nothing to do 
with any such arrangement, should there i 
be one in prospect. While I am here I 
1 expect to make arrangements with the j 
Boston Stteauiship Company regarding 
the sailing dates, of boats in tin' Oriental 
trade. As it is now, some weeks there 
will be two or throe boats either arrive 
or leave this city for the Orient, and! 
then it will be several weeks before, an | 
arrival from those ports. What 1 am' 
Striving for is too establishment of i 
regular service, and 1 think that this 
will be accomplished. ("Lie of our boats, 
the Shinano Mam. which has been in 
use as a transport by the Japanese gov- j 
ernment, was recently released and will i 
reach hero the middle of the week. 1 I 
have, not as as yet heard of any others | 
of the three now in use by the, govern- 
ment having been released, but as soon 
ns they arc they will be placed in opera- 
tion between this port and the Orient. 
With these boats running in conjunction 
with the two operated ! by the Boston 
Steamship Company, it would be pos- 
sible to arrange for a weekly service 
from this city, am! that is what 1 be- 
lieve will be done in the near future."

LANDING CARGO. 

Two Big Steamers Are Busy at the 

Ocean Docks. 
i 

Steamer Keemun, of the China Mu- 
tual line, arrived from Liverpool via 
the Orient on Sunday, and the steamer 
Amasis, of the Kosraos line, arrived 
from Hamburg via ports. Both steam- 
ers have been since discharging freight 
at the ocean docks. The China Mutual 
liner brought four hundred tons of gen- 
oral freight for Victoria, including some 
naval stores, which will. .be reshipped to 
Hongkong, together with a quantity of 
other stores and equipment from the 
naval yard. The steamer Minnie brought 
three stowloads of cargo from Esqui- 
mau for 'shipment to Hongkong by the 
iKcemun. This freight includes, among ' 
other things, two heavy guns (0.2) and 
several other pieces of ordnance which 
have been stored in reserve a! •' 10s- 
quimalt, yard. The Amnsifl is harm- 
ing between eight and nine n ulreil 
tons of nitre brought from South Am- 
erica. About half is for the Victoria 
'Chemical Works; and the remainder 1 for 
the Hamilton and Nauainio powder 
works. When leaving she will receive 
a large shipment ofl lumber, which has 
been brought from the Sayward mills 
and the Shawnigan Lake Lumber Co. by 
two large scows, for Mexico. This is 
the second shipment made of recent date 
by the Sayward mills to Mexico. The 
Keemun, which had an uneventful trip, 
.bringing little further news regarding 
the sister steamer Oalchas than was 
given some days ago in the Colonist, 
is commanded by ('apt. Conradl, a 
brother of the well-known master of the 
steamer Garonne. 



During the coming season it is expect- 
ed that two canneries will be construct- 
ed a; [jsquimalt; one by the Capital City 
Canning Co. and another by J. II. Todd 
& Co. and William Munsie. Sites have 
beou secured for traps at Esquimalt;

Grouped together, northern points pack- 

est pack of soekeyes on the Northern 
.British Columbia coast, number of can- 
neries considered, was at Kivers Inlet. 
There the run of these fish was an ex- 
ceptionally tine one. Wadhams' cannery 
at Rivers inlet, belonging to the British 
Columbia Packers' Association, packed 
more soekeyes than any other cannery 
in the province, putting up 20,287 cases. 
The Brunswick cauuer .vat Kivers inlet, 
same owners, put up 25,014 cases. 

The northern const canneries put Up 
a total of :!.'ir>,!l!)l cases of salmon, in- 
cluding soekeyes, nil and white springs, 
'humpbacks and cohoes. The canneries 
on the I'raser river packed 12S,!)0o cases 
of all classes of fish. 

The entire pack of the .season of 1004 
has ibeen marketed with the exception 
of lis, 275 cases stock in hand. 

Eastern Canada took 160,258 cases: 
Australia and New Zealand, 157,050 
cases; United Kingdom, LSI, 111 cases; 
locally there were sold 15,010 cases. ()j 
the pack .-hipped to the United Kingdom 
178,011 cases were shipped by steamship 
direct from Vancouver via the, Suez 
canal, and 3,070 cases were shipped 
overland to the Atlantic const by rail. 

With canners and fishermen agitating 
for a closed year on the Fraser, the sea- 
son 011 Vancouver Island should be a 
very busy one.

Ottawa, Dec. I"..— In tho first week 
of tlio new year the-e is to be nn im- 
portant bit o£ bargaining conducted in 
Canada's capital. The details of pro 



viucial autonomy for the Northwest i ;|,', )0Ut - tuu 
Territories are to be hammered out be- 
tween th« representatives of the Terri- 
torial government ami the Federal j;ov- 
etu incut. Parliament will have a 
chance ut the job niter tho conference 
has finished, but it is not likely the 
house or the senate will do anything to 
tho bill Which the government will 
bring down except provide a place for it 
on the statute books. Tho details will 
he worked out before the house meets 
on January 11. The minis! cr of .the in- 
terior, the minister of justice and the 
prime minister of the Territorial gov- 
ernment, Mr. Haultaiu, will really bo 
the meu who will determine what tho 
relations are to be between the half 
million square miles of territory which 
are coming into confederation tmd the 
seven provinces -which now constitute 
the Dominion of Canada. Mr. Haultaiu 
will bring down from the West the pro- 
posals of .Mr. Sifton, and Mr. Fitzpat- 
rick will see how they compare with the 
conditions which governed the admis- 
sion of other provinces, particularly 
Manitoba. They will do the cabinet 
work necessary to make the new tim- 
ber lit neatly into the ship of state. 

The West is a big portion of the Do- 
minion, with a big future before it:. 
Therefore it is only natural to expect 
large proposals regarding confederation 
terms. In fact, it is pretty well known 
that Mr. Haul tain is going to ask for 
about everything in sight and even for 
some things that will not be in sight 
for a (few years to conic. 

The fact is the Territories have about 
si s much in the way of authority as any 
province. The Territorial assembly now 
[makes laws, -builds lands and bridges, 
and runs .schools. The great difference 
is tho province has „n income of its 
own and the Territory has to 'have its 
money voted by parliament. It is on al- 
lowance. Dike manj of ;ts inhabitants, 
it is a remittance man. Autonomy is 
really a matter of money. If Mr. Haul- 
tain gets all that he has intimated lie 
will ask for the- futuie of the new 
province will be assu.ed. Some other 
things are to be named, but income, and 
sources of income are [he chiit re- 
citiosts. 

Now theso are some <>f the things the 
-western executive has Intimated that it 
will ask for. First, fifty thousand dol- 
lars a year from the Federal treasury 
for civil government and a subsidy of 
SO cents a head of population, the usual 
amount. At the lust census the popula- 
tion was a hundred and fifty thousand. 
Mr. Haultaiu now estimates it at four 
(hundred thousand, and would ask for a 
<por capita grant of three hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars a year. He 
wants five hundred and sixty-seven tliou- 
Bnnd as debt allowance and lift/ thou- 
sand for lands.

been treating the lands pretty much as 
lior own for some .time and did so when 
Manitoba came in, aud us the Dominion 
is now in possession, tho territorial ad- 
ministrators seem to have some douot 
mildness of their case. 
There may be a flaw in Canada's, title 
to the land, but it is not a fatal one. 
Therefore Ciniada is invited to be gen- 
erous and give up the lands. This is 
t'lie second option. It is pointed out 
that "Great Britain" has divested her- 
self for the benefit of her colonics of all 
her proprietory rights of public domain 
within these colonies, so, it is thought, 
ICanada should do with respect to pub- 
lic domain." 

The practical application of these two 
ideas would have a very satisfactory re- 
suit for the new province. It would 
set it up in housekeeping ou a splendid 
scale. In the first place it would give 
the province the forty million acres of 
land before mentioned. The Federal 
government is now almost giving this 
land ,to settlers. There is no reason 
why n province should not charge hand- 
somely for tho land and reap a great 
revenue from it. 

Then the Federal government before 
1890 gave away about thirty-two million 
acres of territorial lands to railroads. 
As this land, according to the theory", 
did not belong to the Dominion, it gave 
away something that it did not own. 
It also gave for the roads which are for 
the general advantage of Canada lands 
which were a portion of the Territories. 
Therefore it should pay the new prov- 
ince for all that it has given away. A 
payment of live per cent, on the valua- 
tion of a dollar an acre is suggested. 
This would be a million and a half a 



for dividends on their investments 
should consider these figures. The re- 
ports of tho testing societies showed that 
tho cost, of keeping these yoaxly records 
was from 40 to GO cents per cow, while 
tho increased returns per cow, as a re- 
sult of five years' testing, were from $0 
to $15 per annum.

"Tho hundreds of co-operative cheese 
factories and creameries doing business 
throughout Canada prove conclusively^ 
that we can work successfully along co- 
operative lines. It is only a short step 
from tho co-operative factory to the co- 
operative testing association, and it 
would seem that methods which Iiave 
proved of such marked benefit in Den- 
mark could not much longer remain un- 
heeded in this country. In every dairy 
community there is at least one particu- 
larly intelligent and progressive man, 
who would have little trouble in inducing 
twenty or thirty of his neighbors to join 
him iu an enterprise that has proved so 
'profitable elsewhere. " ", 

"It lias been demonstrated by the cen- 
sus returns and other official statistics, 
by the work of the experimental farms 
and agricultural colleges, and by numer- 
ous private investigations of dairy herds 
that a largo proportion of our cows are 
kept at 'an actmil loss. An educational 
campaign that will bring dairy farmers 
face to face with fncts as they exist on 
their own farms is urgently needed in 
this country. The problem of weeding 
out the cows that cannot be made to 
yield milk nt a profit is by far tho most 
important one that confronts our dairy- 
men today. The possibilities in this 
connection were well illustrated by Prof. 
Grisdale at the recent winter fair at 
Guclph. He told of a friend of his who 
had increased the average production of 
his herd from $35 in one year to !?!."> the 
next, although the price of cheese re- 
mained the .same.
